The Principal of the Calcutta Madrassa, with the approval of the Director 
of Public’ Instruction, has for some time urged upon the Government of 
Bengal the advisability of increasing the pay of some of the masters of that 
institution, cf founding additional scholarships to enable students to read up 
to the degree of Master of Arts, and of affording additional accommodation 
for boarders. Tho J.ieutenant-Governor, while fully admitting that these 
improvements would be of great use, has hitherto been unable to adopt them 
on account of the increased expenditure which they involve. This objection 
has now been satisfactorily removed by Dr. Hoernle, who has submitted a 
scheme for meeting the cost of the contemplated charges by effecting an 
economy in itself desirable. He proposes that the Madrassa students in the 
College classes should be permitted to attend lectures at the Presidency Col- 
lege, thus-obtaining the advantage of superior instruction, the best procur- 
able in Calcutta, while enabling Government to utilize elsewhere the services 
of the staff now employed. in giving separate lectures in the Madrassa. 
The Director of Public Instruction entirely supports this recommendation, 
ropresenting that it will materially strengthen the Presidency College, where 
Dr. Hoernle can be appointed Lecturer on Philosophy, in addition to his other 
duties. The Lieutenant-Governor has ascertained that the proposal is 
acceptable to the Mubammadan community generally, and has much pleasure 
in giving it his sanction. The Madrassa students will continue to pay 
fees at the present rates, and will remain under their present discipline.

Notwithstanding the abolition of the College classes, the Principal will 
still be required to superintend the other Departments of the Institution, 
and to give lectures in Philosophy in the Presideney College. The 
Lieutenant-Governor accordingly sanctions the proposed appointment of 
Dr. Hoernle to lecture as a-Professor in the Presidency College, in addition to + 
his own duties in the Calcutta Madrassa, the services which he will then 
render to the former being taken as a set off against the valuable privilege 
of attendance at their own rate of fees now to be accorded to the Madrassa

6. In explanation of the proposed grant for night studies it is reported 
that there is a difficulty in teaching English to Muhammadan students 
out of school hours, as they do not receive in their homes the same amount of 
help and encouragement in their English studies as Hindu boys, and to 
obyiate this Dr. Hoernle proposes to commence a system of evening classes 
for the boys of the School Department, to be held on the premises of the 
Madrassa and under the supervision of one or two of the masters. Attendance 
at these classes would be voluntary, and students taking advantage of them 
would have greater facilities for preparing their home exercises and receiving 
further assistance in their studies, The Lieutenant-Governor considers the 
proposal deserving of a trial, and sanctions the scheme with the grant of a 
monthly contingent allowance of Rs. 30 to cover the estimated expenditure 
on lighting, &c. An initial outlay of Rs. 320 for supplying and fitting gas- 
pipes into evening class-rooms is also sanctioned. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor agroes with Sir Alfred Oroft in thinking 
that additional scholarships should be established for the Muham- 
madan B.A, graduates who desire to read for the M.A, degree, and sanctions 
his proposal for the establishment of three graduate scholarships of Rs. 20 a 

ionth, tenable for a year and a half (namely, from June in one year, when the 
Boscion begins, to November in the following year, when the M.A. examin- 
ation is held), which may be awarded to any student of the Madrassa who has 

d for the degree of B.A. in honours. The final cost of the scholarships 
will be &s. 90 a month, ~ 

8. Whe necessity for some incroase in the boarding accommodation within 
the Madrassa, and the want of a hostel for the sons of the respectable, or 
Sharif, class of Muhammadans, have been long felt and generally admitted. 
Dr, Hoernle therefore proposes—and he has the sapport of Sir Alfred Croft—to 

ze a house in the neighbourhood of the Madrassa ata monthly rent of 
Rs Tho Licutenant-Governor sanctions this proposal, and directs that all 
“receipts from boarders’ fees, over and above the actual outgoings for food 
aot, shall be*eredited to Government, the amount of the Govern- 
ment expenditure being pro tanto reduced. ‘The details of the scheme 
» should, as suggested by Sir Alfred Oroft, be settled by Dr. Hoernle after

QUARTERLY INSPECTION OF THE KIDDERPORE DOOK WORKS. 


Dated Oaloutta, the 25th July 1688.

‘To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Public Works Department. 

In accordance with the orders contained in Government of Bengal’s letter 
No. 889 Marine, dated 17th July 1888, we have the honour to report that we 
made the fifth quarterly inspection of the Kidderpore Docks on the 28rd 
instant. . 

2, The index plan with tabular statement showing work done during the 

warter under report and the total quantity of work from the starting the 
Docks, which have been prepared by the Superintending Engineer iv charge of 
the works, are with Government. 

3. The state of the works on the 30th June last may be described as 
follows :— 

Temporary Works and Plant,—Tho linking in of the rails of the tramway * 

along the bank of boat canal was expected to be finished early in July. Some 
temporary lines of rail were laid into the middle of the dock from its east end, 
and are now in use for the conveyance of spoil. 
“Permanent Works.—Sixty feet lock.—Vuring the quarter 4,68,200 cubic 
feet of excavation and 8,834,800 cubic feet of masonry were done. The portion 
of the lock nearest the river has been built up toa height of 40 feet from 
foundation level ; the floor of the middle section has been completed, and the 
walls built to datum level. A length of 150 feet of the flooring of the section 
near the tidal basin was almost completed, and the back portion of the walls 
built up to datum level. Altogether about 60 per cent. of the excavation and 
about 32 per cent. of the masonry have been done up to the 30th June. 

Tidal Basin.—Nearly three-fourths of the entire length of the quay walls _ 
have been founded, 41 per cent. of the total excavation, and nearly two-thirds 
of the total masonry done. 

During the quarter 5$ lakhs of cubic feet of masonry were executed and 
133 lakhs of cubic feet of earth removed. Excavation for the double entrance 
to Dock No. 1 was being started. 

Dock No. 1.—About three-fourths of the total length of quay walls haye 
been founded. Two-thirds of the total masonry and 41 per cent. of the excava~ 
tion done, 

During the quarter over 8 lakhs of eubic feet of masonry- were executed’ 
and 524 lakhs of cubic feet of earthwork removed. :

Ax the close of the previous week a feable barometric depression which had formed 
close to Saugor Island passed inland, and on the morning of the 20th the centre of the 
small storm was near Midnapore. During the 20th the north-westerly advance of the depres- 
sion continued, and on the 21st it was near Benares. It then travelled slowly westward, 
and on the 22nd was near Allahabad, and it had also considerably reduced in size and inten- 
sity, and on the morning of the 23rd it had almost filled up, though there were still signs of 
ite existence between hobad and Jhansi. With the inland advance of the small storm 
@ very strong monsoon current set in over the province, aud during the 24 hours from 8 a... 
of the 20th to the 2Ist, wind velocity at Saugor Island averaged no less than 38 miles an 
hour, which almost amounts to a gale of wind, and for several days strong winds continued 
to blow in the north-west angle of the Bay. Conditions then continued of almost normal 
monsoon character up till the close of the week, and the only change noticeable was the gradual 
strengthening of the westerly element in the wind directions until the 23th, when westerl, 
winds were reported in all districts except North Bengal and over parts of Bast iengal. 
In these districts, however, winds were still easterly, and this gave rise to a considerable 
amount of interaction between the two opposing wind systema, with the usual result that very 
heavy rain was reported over the greater part of the province ; aud on this day the following 
heavy falls were received :—Muraria (Beerbhoom district), Chooadanga, Azimgunge, Harrish- 
pore (Noakholly district), and Bhagalpore between four and five inches, and Kishnaghur, 
Cox's Bazir, Fenny, and Durbhunga between five and six inches. On the 26th the wosterly 
winds were again partially driven back, and on the 27th the easterly current again 
strengthened, and westerly’ winds wore confined to the south-west and west of the provinces, 
‘These conditions therefore coutinued favourable for rainfall, and for the greater part of the 
week rainfall has boon geveral, and in many instances very heavy, over all districts exoept 
Orissa, Thus the rainfall in South-West Bengal, East Bengal, and im North and South Behar 
has been rather largely in excess of the normal, and in Chutia Nag)ur and North Bengal 
the falls have besn in slight excess; while in Orissa, on the other hand, the rainfall has been 
rather largely in defect of the normal. 

Pressue.—Vhe variations of pressure during the week have not been of much importance. 
The mean pressure for the whole provinea has been 0-024 inch in defect of the normal, and 
the largest defects have been registered at such stations as Valcutta, Berhampore, Purneah, 
Durbhunga, and Gya; while, on the other hand, in Orissa pressure has been in slight 
excess of the normal, ail four stations in this distiret showing distinct excess pressures. In 
Assam a defect of 0-018 inch is registered. 

Temporature.—Owing to the general, and in many oases heavy, rainfall which has prevailed 
over the greater part of the province during the week, temperature kas been below the normal 
in all districts. In North Behar a defect of 2° has been registered, while in East and North 
Bengal and South Behar the defects have varied between 1° and 2°; in South-West Bengal 
and Chutia Nagpur temperature has bon nearly one degree below the normal ; and in Orissa it 
has been normal In Assam a defect of 0-2° only has ise registered. 

Rainfall —In East Bonga) au average fall of no less than 7-05 inches has been received 
during the week, or more than aninch aday. This fall is about twico as large as the normal 
for the period. In Behar an average fall of about 5 inches has been recorded, which is again 
about double the usual amount. In South-West Bengal, North Bengal, and Chutia Nagpur 
the falls have averaged between three and four inches. In each of these districts the falls 
have been above the average, the excess being equal to about 30 to 40 per cent. of the 
normal. The only district which has received a defective fall for the week has been Orissa, 
and here the stations have averaged 1:90 inches against a ucrmal fall of 294 inches; or, in 
other words, theré has been a defect of about one-third of the usual quantity. 

In Assam the following amounts of rain have been recorded during the week :—At 
Sibsagar 6-68 inches, at Silchar 4-12 inches, and at Dhubri 0-87 inch.

Tux meteorological changes which have taken place during the past week have been of ° | 
only slight importance. On the 28th, or the first day of the week, ordinary monsoon a 
conditions obtained gouorally, and a steady moist wind current was blowing over the 
whole province, winds being south-easterly and easterly at the majority of stations Mo. 
erate to heavy rain was also being received in all districts except Orissa and South-West 
Bengal. On the 29th an extremely feeble low-pressure area was developed dver part of 
‘West and South-West Bengal, which was avcompanied by a distinct circulation of winds, ‘ 
the centre of the circulation being apparently near Burdwan; the wind volocities in con- ; 
nection with this circulation were, however, very slight, though the circulation extended 
over the whole of the south-western districts of the province. Rainfall on this day was 
general over the whole province except in Orissa and in South Bengal, and in some cases 
very heavy falls were reported, On the 30th the feoble jow-pressure area had almost 
disappeared, but on the 3lst it was again most distinctly marked over Wost Bongal, the 
centre of the depression and of the accompanying cyclonic wind circulation being near 
Bankoora; on this day also the general pressure distribution of the whole province was 

erned by the existenc® of the fechle storm, On August Ist the depression had advanced 
in a north-westerly direction into Behar, and the centre of the wind circulation and of 
the barometric depression was near Gya. On the morning of 2nd of August the deprossion 
had either passed out of the province, or it had filled up and disappeared, and winds became 
nearly normal in character over Bengal, though over the May wind directions became 
much more strongly westerly than they had been, and it would appear that the monsoon 
current was being partially deflected towards the south of Burma, for on the 3rd extremely

The Collector of Chittagong took privilege leave for three 
moriths: with this exception, the Regulation districts experienced no change 
either in regard to district or sub-divisional officers, ‘and a satisfactory continnity 
in administration was therefore maintained. The tours made both by the 
Commissioner and his subordinates appear to have been sufficient. The Col- 
lector of Chittagong was in camp only 61 days, his tour being cut short by work 
» at head-quarters requiring his presence. The Commissioner observes that he 
considers the district was sufficiently inspected, the short time spent by the 
Collector being made up for by his subordinates, and that it should be borne in 
mind that Mr, Manson Enov the district thoroughly. The Deputy Commis- 
sioner of the Hill Tracts also was only 81 days on tour, as he was tied to his 
head-quarters during the last half of the cold weather owing to the raids, 
These explanations of a shorter tour than usual in both cases are accepted, 

2. ‘The year was remarkable for the small rainfall throughout the Divi. 
sion. As, however, the rain was well distributed everywhere,—and it is on 
“the happy distribution of rain that the crops are dependent much more than on 
the aggregate quantity of rainfall,—the harvests of the Division, both rice and 
jute, etel and cocoanuts, were excellent and decidedly above the average. The 
yield of cotton in the Hill Tracts was the best which had been obtained for 
many years, and the hillmen profited much by its sale. Although the year 
was not a healthy one, it was marked generally by prosperity and turther im- 
provement in the condition of the people. 

8. The total value of the trade of the Chittagong Port continues to 
increase, and now amounts to Rs. 2,90,82,789. This inercase is mainly 
duosto jute: the value of jute imported into Chittagong from Naraingunge being 
nearly crore of rupees, and as this item appears a second time in the returns, 
the whole of the jute imported in country boats being again exported in 
Jatge slips to England, it will be seen that jute alone accounts for more than two- 
thirds of the Chittagong trade. If foreign trade only be considered, it ig 
found that the imports into Chittagong amounted to five and a half lakhs of 
rupees, consisting chity of salt and oil, while the exports amounted to a crore 
and twenty lakhs, of which Rs. 98,40,670 represent the value of jute, and 
Rs, 21,67,353 the value of paddy and rice. The increase in the export of rice 
as well as of jute is attributable to the good harvest. 

. # Owing to the reduction in the freight of jute from Naraingunge by 
brigs, the ship-building industry, for which Chittagong was once famous, 
has declined. There were only two vessels built during the year, and it was 
to charter vessels from the Madras coast to meet the demand of 
jute-shippers for tonnage, The freight of jute has now increased from twelve 
annas to otle rupee a bale. 
5. Mr. Lyall dwells in several passages of his report on the importance 
to Chittagong of the projected line of railway to Cachar and the Assam 
districts, There can be no doubt that this railway would facilitate trade, and 
greatly augment the wealth of the district. 
* 6. The most important administrative change in the Division has been 
tho farther development of tho khas tehsil revenue system by the creation 
of two new khas tehsil appointments in the town of Chittagong itself and 
at Cox’s Bazar. ‘There are now five khas tehsildars employed gn district 
on salaries rising from Rs. 200 to Rs, 300 a month, and a Special Sub- 
lector is entertained for the management of the Government estates 
‘island of Kutubdia. The district is mgr furnished with a very strong 
local agency, and although the

7. The introduction of the postal money-order ep as a means of pay+ 
ing Government revenue has been a convenience highly appreciated in Chitta- 
gong. During the past year 9,393 orders were received, and only 401, or 4:2 
per cent., were refused. In the current year, up to the close of June, the © 
number received was 11,677. : “) 

8. The re-settlement of Nulchira in Noakhally, under the provisions 
of the Tenancy Act, was brought to a satisfactory conclusion. It is the first 
settlement on any considerable scale which has been effected under the Ten- 
ancy Act. 

“9. The excise revenue of the Division amounted to Rs. 2,60,558. There 
was a large increase from opium and ganja, but the receipts from country * 
spirit show a decline. The Collector of Chittagong states that many Mughs, * 
who formerly drank country spirit, have ceased to do so since Colonel Olcott’s 
vigit to the district last year. The excise revenue from Noakholly is, as' usual, 
remarkable for its smallness: it amounts to only Rs. 14,096. The population 
consists for the most part of Malomedans, who are scrupulous in abstaining 
from spirituous liquor. é k 

10, It is remarked that the Municipal Commissioners of Chittagong take '” 
much interest in their duties, that there has been more attention paid to sanita- 
tion and cleanliness, and that the services of several inhabitants willing to work, 
both European and native, have been utilised in Ward Committees. The 
Local Boards are reported to have worked fairly well, but to be slow to 
originate new work. This is a characteristic of Local Boards in all countries: 
the initiative must come from the Chairman, or Vice-Chairman, or other, 
Executive head, 

11. The management of the Court of Wards’ estates in this Division has 
continued to be very satisfactory. The survey of the estates of Rajkrishna 
Banerjea and Salamat Ali Khan has been completed, and a considerable’ 
increase of revenue is expected from new lands brought under cultivation. 

12. In the Chittagong district the number of Mahomedan gazetted offigers _ 
is 85 per cent. on the total employed, of officers in superior service 21 per ce 
and cf those in inferior service 41 per cent. It is observed in the report 5 
‘the proportion of Mahomedans in superior service, which is under the Collect- 
or’s control, is steadily rising. Regarding the other districts, the informa+ 
tion given is insufficient, Sir Steuart Buyley considers it very importantthat 
in the Chittagong Division, where the Mahomedans are admittedly the prevail- 
ing element in the population, a due regard should be paid to their claims 
in the distribution of patronage. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor acknowledges Mr, Lyall’s efficient adminis~ 
tration of his Division in all departments. He desires also to thank him for | 
his succinct and useful report. i,

was sent for examination by mill-owners themselves, appeared to have worked

2. In reply, I am to say that, on a ‘reconsideration of the. matter, it 
appears to the Governor-General in Council that, apart from the fuck that dhe 

ment of the proposed fee would require the sanction of Her Majesty's 
cretary of State in cases in which it would have the effect of raising a Medi 
cal Officer’s salary above Rs. 5,000 per annum, the grant of special remdner- 
ation to Government servants for duties imposed by the law is open to objection 
on principle.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVA' 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSER 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, DURING THE MONTH OF JULY 1888. 


Tux month of July in Bengal is one of the most important of the whole year from a 
ft meteorological point of view, for it is the first complete month of the actual monsoon period. 
It is generally the case that the complete establishment of the two great branches of the 
monsoon current does not take place till quite the end*of June or beginning of July, and 
usually the rainfall in the Lower Provinces in July is heavier than during any other month 
. of thi r, Another reason why the meteorology of this month is important is that the 
distribution of the rains in July generally gives a rough indication of the probable distribu. 
tion of the rainfall during the ‘vole of the monsoon period. 

» The circumstances and conditions of the establishment of the south-west monsoon have 
been dealt with in previous reports, and it has been pointed out that, while during June the 
reinfall in Bengal is usually almost entirely brought up by the Bay of Bengal monsoon 
current, at the end of this month, or commencement of July, the conditions change, and the 
Bombay branch of the monsoon, blowing from the Indian Ocean and the Arabian Sea, 
advances slowly across Central India and the Central Provinces, and makes its influence. felt 
in Bengal, and particularly in the western districts of the province. In its forward 

the Bombay current meots the Bay of Bengal monsoon current, and the interaction tilten 

t the two currents gives rise to ascensional mation, which, according to well-known physical 

' laws, causes condensation of the aqueous vapour in the form of rain. The Arabian Sea branch 

: of the monsoon current therefore exergises a considerable influence on the rainfall in Behar, 
Chutia Nagpur and Bengal generally during July. 

The Bay of Bengal current, if it alone prevailed, as is usually the case in June,” would 

undoubtedly deposit the greater part of its vapour as rain in the neighbourhood of the sea 

; coast, and along the areas nearest to the hills in the east and north of the province. The in- 

H teraction between the two branches of the monsoon current is undoubtedly ea in the 

western districts of the province, and therefore tends to give hoavier rainfall to Chutia Nagpur, 

South Behar and West Orissa, or to those parts of the province which would receive the 

smallest amounts of rain from the direct action of the Bay of Bengal branch ; that is, the 

23 combined effect of the two branches is to produce in normal years a fairly uniform rainfall 

over the whole province, The amount of the interaction between the two branches of the 

Lat monsoon current will depend on tevo things—first, on the relative strengths of the two currents ;

It is during ese pees ce 
comparative calm that conditions become favourable for the generation of cyclonic 
“storms, which iv most cases are formed near the head of the Bay, though they also, but more 
rarely, may form over the land. With the advance of these oyclonic storms heavy rain 
% generally ocours, and it depends to a great extent on the character of these small sti cod 
. atmospheric whirls, that is, whether they are of concentrated or of diffused nature, 
aad the rainfall which accompanies their advance falls gay, ea the path of the storm, or 
whether it is widely diffused over a large portion of the province. With the advance ‘of 
these storms strong humid winds generally set in over the whole provinée, giving risé to 
general rain for some days. The precise conditions which determine the formation ‘of these 
storms are, however, not clearly understood, and while in some years a constant sugcession of 
such storms will occur, in other years they may be almost absent, or at all events very few of

‘Meteorology for the month.—In the report for the previous month it was stated that the 
_ monsoon rains had commenced over almost the whole of the province between the 27th and 29th 
‘of June, that is, about a fortnight later than usual. The falls up to the 29th of the month in 
issn and parts of Behar had been rather scanty, but over the remainder of the province 
general and moderately heavy rainfall had been received. (On tho whole, however, at the end 
“of June cénditions appeared to be fairly normal, but at the commencement of July the 
monsoon conditions became intensified by the formation of a small barometric depression. . 
Feeble barometric depression of July \st to 4th.—On the Ist July, owing to a fall of tho 
Datometer, a distinct area of low pressure was formed over partof Behar and West and 
Central Bengal, and the lowest pressures recorded were at Ranigunge and Bhagulpore, 
Wind directions also showed on this day that there was a large amount of interaction taking i 
lace over tho western and central parts of the provinesy'and this was accompanied by very 
avy rainfall.

Strength of the monsoon —The strength of the monsoon current blowing from the Bay 
over Bengal from year to year can only be judged by the wind velocities at tho coast 
stations, In the tabie below ure given the actual daily wind velocities for July compared 
with the normal values for the same period xt all the stations on and near the eoast liue from 
Diamond Island round t» Gopalpore, at which wind observations have been made for a sufficient 
length of time to give a reliable averaze Of the ten stations representing the coust line 
of practically the whole of the provinoa. six show wind velocities cousiderably in exores of 
the normal, while at four only have velocities been smaller than usual. “The stations at 
which the def-cts have beon registered are in the south and south-east of the provinces as 
represented by such stations us Chittagong, Dacca and Jessore, but at Saugor Isiand, ou the 
other hand, velocities have been largely in excess of the normal, Tuking into convideration 
both the cases of defect and excess, it would therefore appear that on the average the

ave been decidedly below the normal, aud iu some cases the defects are large. On the other 
hand the fails have been in excess of the normal over an area including a considerable part of 
South-East and South Bengal, and stretching in a north-westerly direction, so as to indude- 
the whole of the centre of the provinee, Chutia Nagpore, Behar, und parts of North Bengal, 
‘The actual amounts of the variation from the normal are at many stations large, and thus

OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS

Avr the close of the previous week a small depression which had formed in South-West 
Bengal had advanced in  north-westerly direction, and had passéd out of the province, 
leaving cunditions in Bengal of ordinary monsoon character, except that the monsoon current 
blowing in the Bay was rather more strongly westerly than usual. On the 4th August, or the 
first day of the present weok, a rathor rapid fall of pressure took place, the iall being ‘largest 
nt Saugor Island, where it amounted to 0-075 inch. ‘These changes accompanied the formation 
of a slight but distinct barometric depression over the Sunderbuns, the centre of which was 
to the south-east of Saugor Island, and which was accompanied by a distin 
though feeble, cyclonic circulation of winds. ‘The formation and coutinued exisience of this 
depression have formed the only featnro of importance in the meteorology of the prosou' 
week. It continued to be an extremely feeble but remarkably persistent etorm, and remained 
almost unchnuged in position and intensity in the north-west angle of the Day until nearly 
tho close of the wook, the contre drifting gradually to the south and south-west of 
Saugor Islaud up till the 8th, when the centre was close to the coast, and on the morning of 
the {th the centre had advanced inland and was to the south-west of Caloutta, During 
this day the feeble storm continued to move in a westerly direction, and on the morning of the 
10th the centre was in the Singbhoom district of Chutia Nagpur, the contre being near 
Ohyebassa, and during the whole of its existenco the depression was accompanied by a 
feeble eyclonje circulation of winds which, however, affected the wind directions over a 
considerable area of the province. 

During the existence of this storm at the head of the Bay the indranght towards it and 
the general cyclonic circulation sot up prevented the ordinary monsoon winds from flowing 
over Bengal, and for the greater purt of the week rainfall has been rather light and local in 
the majority of districts. In the case of Orissa and the south-western districts of Southe 
- West Benzal, however, as these districts were under the immediate influence of the depres- 
sion, rainfall has been general almost throughout the week, and as the depression passed 
inland it brought up heavy rainfall, generally in Orissa and parts of South-West Hengal, 
and particularly to the Balasore district. With the further inland advance of the depression 
rather heavy rain fell in Chutix Nagpur, and the monsoon current then commenced to sprend 
genorally over Bengal, making conditions again favourable for general rainfall over the whole 
province. During the wook, therofore, rainfall has been decidedly in exooas of the normal in 
Orissa, while it has been in moderate defect in, South-West Kengal and Chutia Nagpur, 
and in rather large defect in all other districts. 

Pressure—Has been to a great extent influenced by the continued existence of the depres- 
sion previously described. Taking the mean pressure over the whole week at those stations 
in the province which yield the most reliable averages, it has been found to be below the 
normal by 0°052 inch ; but while the defect at False Point and Saugor Island is 0°086 inch, 
and at Balasore 0:091 inch, at Durbhunga pressure has been exactly normal, and at Purnesh 
| a defect of only 0:028 inch has been registered. Thus the goneral pressure distribution of the 

province during the week has been clearly governed by the existence of the deprossion.in the 

north-west angle of the Bay. In Assam the mean pressure has been below the normal by 

0-089 inch. ‘ 
Temperature.—Owing to the comparatively small rainfall over the province during the 
week, temperature has been considerably in excess of the normal in noarly all districts In 
Orissa, where the rainfall has been heavy, temperature has been practically normal; in Chutia 
Nagpur, South-West Bengal, and North Behar an excess temperature of from 1° t has bee 
registered, and in East Bengal, North Bengal, and South Behar the excess has been from 
2° to 3°. The genoral temperature of the province for the weois has thus been 1°8° in excess of 
the normal. In Assam also temperature has been in excess by 1°4.° 

Rainfall—Tho heaviest falls, as previously described, have occurred in Orissa, whiok shows 
an average fall for the week-of 4°90 inches, which is 2°34 inches in excess, or nearly twice 
‘the normal fall ; the next heaviest falls have occurred in Chutia Nagpur, the stations in which 
ave: 2:16 imches, which is about 30 per cent. less than the usual fall.

The Annual Administration Report of the Rajshahye Division for the year 1887-88, 

Tho Commissioner's report is, in point of length, an improvement on its 
redecessors; but it might with advantage have been still further abridged. 
he Licutenant-Governor observes, for instance, that too much space has been 
devoted to a summary of each District and Sub-divisional Officer’s tour; it is 
sufficient under this head to-show that the Commissioner has satisfied himself 
that the important duty of personal inspection has been properly attended to. 
The accounts given show however that all_ officers, including the Commissioner, 
were fully alive to the importance of this duty. 

2. The rainfall was more abundant than usual, and is described as having 
been, on the whole, well distributed and favourable to agr 
Commissioner considers that the condition of the agricultu: classes, who 
comprise the bulk of the population, 1s prosperous and progressive. Rents are 
generally light, land abundant. and ‘k easily procurable. here is an entire 
absence of emigration from the Division, and it is reported that difficulty is 
experienced in several districts in getting the inhabitants themselves to do the 

work of ordinary coolies. Compared with the average of the five preceding 

years, common rice was cheaper every waar while wages continued to 

maintain a high standard. It is undoubtedly the case tha this division 
> there is nu normal insufficiency of food among any class Mr, Lowis writes :— 
“The railway has given an outlet to the produce of the fields, and has cheapened 
all articles of convenience, comfort and luxury, In their clothing, utensils and 
eneral] surroundings, the people of the present generation are much better off 
than their forefathers. I may, however, add that there is not much thrift 
among them, their profits being too often expended in expensive marriages 
and other ceremonies. ‘Chere is no margin left to fall back on in the event 
of distress.” 
3. In four districts there was an increase in mortality, and in the other 
three a decrease ; but the figures for the division, as a whole, show approxi- 
mately 5,500 more deaths than in the previous year—a circumstance which 
must tocheabnted to the prevalence of fever, as well as to improved regis- 
tration, Thore was a slight falling off in the number of vaccine operations, and 
a feeling of distrust on the part of certain classes of the population is apparently 
still observable, although the increasing popularity of vaccination in Darjeeling 
is noticed by Mr. Lowis for the’second time. 

4. The total trade of the Division is roughly estimated at nine crores 
of rupees, as against ten in the year 1886-87; and with regard to manufactures 
there is said to have been no noticeable change. The statistics funished of — 
the sales at the Nekwurd fair show surprising variations from the fi Ba 
given in prone years. The number of oxen and cows sold is stated at 
76,575. If these figures bave any approximation to accuracy—which is 
doubtful—the fair is a more important one than has hitherto been supposed. 
‘The figures for previous years, said to be understated, amount to 4 or 6,000, 
only.

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In the revenue derived from excise there was an increase of Rs. 62,548 : 
the land revenue administration shows comparatively excellent results, and the 
collections of income-tax were satisfactory. ‘There was a net increase of 
Rs. 24,953 in the gross stamp revenue realized. The popularity of the money- 
order system is testified to by a steady inerease in the number of transactions, 

7. The Commissioner's attention is invited to the irregular and unsystem- 
atic manner in which, it appears from paragraph 46 of his report, the head. 
quarters’ treasuries are inspected by the District Officers of his division. In 
acerores and Dinagepore no less than 11 and 9 inspections, respectively, were 
made, and if these were regular inspections, as provided for in the (ivil 
Account Code, Chapter 82, they were made somewhat oftener than is necessary. 
On the other hand, the Rajshahye and Darjeeling treasuries were inspected 
twice, the Bogra and Rungpore treasuries only once, and the Pubna treasury 
not atall. In regard to the last-mentioned district, the existence of a further 
irregularity is inferred from the statement that the cash balance was verified by 
the Collector when at head-quarters, The cash balance should be formally 
verified every month either by the Collector himself when he is preseut in the 
station, or by the officer in charge of his office during his absence. 

8. There was an increase in the number of schools and educational insti- 
tutions of every description, with, however, two very import int exceptions—in 
the cases of lower primary and girls’ schools. The results of the different 
annual examinations were, the Licutenant-Governor regrets to find, far from 
satisfactory. Compared with Hindus, the Muhammadans of this Division appear 
to be particularly backward in the matter of educution, and it is only in the 
lower primary ‘schools that they are to be found in any numbers. The 
employmentrof Muhammadans under Government—a matter to which the 
greatest importance is properly attached by the Muhammadans themselyes—must 
obviously depend on their own educational progress. 

9, On the subject of Police and Crime, the returns call for no special com- 
ment. ‘The remarks on the conduct of the police are of a negative, rather 
than a positive, character, and nowhere, except in Dinagepore, where much 
credit is said to be due to the District Magistrate, the District Superintendent, 
and an Inspector of special detective qualifications, has any marked ability to 
deal with crime been displayed. The Licutenant-Governor is glad to see that 
in this Division the working of the new Chowkidari Act is generally 
ware a 
10. The Local Committees of the Pubna district are reported to have 
worked well; both the Vice-Chairman of the District Board and the Chairman 
of the Municipality being enlightened men, well suited for the posts they hold. 
In Julpigoree and Darjeeling also the Committees did good work But else- 
where their success has not been marked. In this Division, even more than 
elsewhere, it appears necessary especially during the early infancy of the 
institutions, for the local District Officers to guide and encourage the Commis- 
sioners in their independent action, while abstaining, as far as may be, from 
direct interference, 

11. Mr. Lowis deserves the acknowledgment of the Lieutenant-Governor 
for his ‘very full report, and for the generally satisfactory results which he has 
been able to show. His remurks on the merits of his subordinates will be cou- 
municated to the A ppoiatment Department.

The Annual General Administration Report of the Patna Division for the year 

1887-88, P 

The report, which is instructive, interesting and concise, is submitted by ( 
the Officiating Commissioner, Mr. Boxwell, who was in charge of this important \ 
Division throughout the year. 
2. Useful tours were made by all Distriet and Sub- onal Officers, and, 
regard being had to the recent orders curtailing the periods hitherto prescribed, } 
they appear to have been of sufficient length. 

3. Krom an agricultural point of view, the year is described as havin; 
been below the average, for not only was the rainfall rather less than usual, | 
and considerably short of that of the preceding year, but the distribution 
also was unequal. In most districts, however, the hurvest wag fairly good, 
and the material condition of the pe ple does not cell for any special remarks, 
The fact that only 1,741 emigrants froma population so dense as that of Behar 
were registered during the year would seem to argue comparative prosperity, 
but unfortunately the real state of things in this province is too wroll ENGR to 
justify so agrecable.a conclusion. The reluctance of the people to emigrate, 
notwithstanding their poverty, is a constant source of anxiety to the Govern- 
ment, and constitutes an administrative difficulty which it has not yet been 
found possible to solve. The best prospect of its solution lies probably in the 
desire of the people, which must gradually increase, to improve their own 
standard of comfort. The state of public health was bad, fever prevailing in 
Shahabad and Gya, and cholera in amore or less pronounced degree in all 
the districts. - 

4. The Officiating Commissioner divides the trade of the Division into an 
up and a down current, each passing, through Patna, but the figures furnished 
are admittedly incomplete. ‘They are, however, sufficient to indicate consider- 
able commercial activity, and more attention has apparently been paid to their 
compilation than in former years. Mr. Boxwell infers toi thom that the 
income-tax under which the total assessments reached the sum of Rs. 4,04,833 
only is not as productive as it ought to be. ‘The accounts given of the leading 
industries are satisfactory. a 

5. The returns furnished are primd facie significant of a gradual increase 
in cognizable crime, but it is pointed out that the higher figures occ 
chiefly under “Other offences,” a heading which includes offences a { 
special and local laws, and the circumstance may, therefore, be regarded ‘ 

* indication of greater fc see on the part of the police. As 
justice also, the figures show an advance by 2,103 in the number o} 
and to this increase the district of Mozufferpore alone contributes no 
1,082. The rise in this district is said to be due to the large number

~ On the subject of education the report is encouraging. The total 

number ‘of schools in the Division rose from 6,686 fo 8,195, and that of 

pils from 135,908 to 153,041, while private institutions show an increase 
of 1,062-schools and 6,516 pupils. It is noticed also that the number of yirls’ 
schools rose on the whole, although not generally. Some of the district 
officers report an increasein the number of Mahomedan students attending 
schools, but no statistics are given on this point. The proportion of Mahomedans 
who have obtained service under Government shows a slight increase during 
the year, and indicates that Mahomedans have obtaincd a full share of 
employment in this division at least. The number of Hindoos to one 
Musulman in the whole population is 7-6 and in the educated population 9:9, 
whereas among gazetted officers there are only 3:7 Hindoos to one Musulman, 
and among officers in superior service and in inferior service the number is only 
9°83 in each case. 

8. As regards Local Self-Government, the Licutenant-Governor observes 
with pleasure'that the working of the District Boards has been favourably 
reported upon by all district officers. In particular, Mr, Quinn, the Magistrate - 
of Patna, awards high praise to the Vice-Chairman of the Patna District Board, 
Mr. Syed Sharfuddin. There is no doubt, as the Commissioner says, that the 
important organ in all these Boards is the Executive, and that roads for 
instance are well or badly managed according as the district has .a good 
Engineer, a good Vice-Chairman and an active Magistrate.. But an even more 
important element of success, especially during the infancy of the Local Self- 
Government scheme, is the sympathy and consideration which the members of 
the Board may receive in their deliberations from the district officer, If 
assistance is afforded in the shape of kindly advice and encouragement, the 
District Boards wil] succeed, and there will as assuredly be failare and friction 
if interference is exercised unwisely and in an overbearing spirit. It is satis. 
‘factory to know that inthe Patna Division generally a proper amount of tact 
has been shown, and that the Boards, District aud Looal, work smoothly with 
the executive officers of Government, Municipal Committees, although older 
institutions, are less favourably commented, on by the Commissioner. There is 
too great a tendency to_cliquism and part spin The names of the Vice- 
Chairmen of the Patna Municipality, Syed Fazl Imam Khan Bahadur, and of 
the Durbhunga Municipality, Moulvi Mahammad Khan, are specially mentioned 
for their good work. In Durbhunga a wealthy and generous resident, Baboo 
Braja Behari Lal, has contributed Rs. 6,000 for the improvement of the 
drainage of the town. A 

9. There appears to have been no change in the normal relations between 
landlord and tenant. The management of the Durbhunga Raj is described 
as conciliatory, and it is satisfactory to observe that there is a pee decrease 
in the number of rent-suits in the Shahabad district, mainly attributable to a 

ise which has been effected between the Maharajah of Doomraon and 
his tenants. The provisions of the Tenancy Act in favour of tenant right are 
raid to be beeoming more generally known among the ryots, 

10. Mr. Boxwell’s observations regarding the character and work of his

The Annual Administration Report of the Burdwan Division for the year 1887-88. 

. Messrs. Wilson, Westmacott, and Alexander were Commissioners during 
the year. The Report is submitted by Mr. ‘Westmacott, who again took charge 
of the Division after the close of the year, when Mr. Alexander proceeded on | 
leave. There were also several changes among the district officers in all districts 
except Bankoora, ‘he important duty of visiting the interior of districts 
seems to have been efficiently discharged, except in Beerbhoom, where both 
Mr. Skrine and Mr, Currie made insufficient tours. 

2. ‘The weather was on the whole not favourable to agricultural operations ; 
the rainfall was less than usual and unequally distributed. Any deficiency in 
the crops was, however, effectually obviated by the abundant harvest of the 
previous years, and the ruling prices, were not only not affected to any appreci- 
able extent, but in Midnapore were unusually low, Although fever and 
cholera were sporadic, and in Mareh cholera broke out in an epidemic form in the 

* towns of Howrah, Serampore and Runeegunge, the healih of the people through. 
out the year is reported to have been generally good. The Commissioner 
reports that there is a consensus of opinion among the district officers 
that the material condition of the people is improving, as manifested by a 
better style of living and increased expenditure on litigation, marriages and 
other religious or social ceremonies, and that there is-no such thing as absolute 
poverty or want of food or clothing even among the poorest classes, A steady 
emigration exists among Sonthals and others to the tea districts. There 
were two criminal cases at Raneegunge and one at Midnapore, which illustrate 
the necessity of vigilance over the proceeding: of coolie contractors. In the 
Midnapore case a recruiter under the free emigration system was convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment for wrongfully keeping three women in confine- 
ment. 

8. Under the bead of manufactures and mines the Commissioner 
records the following observations which agree in substance with the reports 
received from all parts of these Provinces :— : 

In spite of the importation of cheap European piece-goods, cotton is still woven 

Galsaldeks by local weavers in evory district. As a rule they 

know no other work, and cling to their ancestral business 
to obtain a precarious’ means of living. ‘his industry is, however, on the waue, as the 
weavers cannot compete with Manchester in the production of cheap goods. In Burdwan 

a revival in thig indusiry bas been noticed in the last two years ; but generally, although 

those who can afford them prefer the country cloths, which are of a better texture and more 

durable, the cheapness of Manchester gvods drives the local manufacture opt of the 
market, ss % 

It is satisfactory to see that the paper mills at Bally, and Messrs.’ Burn 

and Co,’s pottery works at Raneegznge, show healtny development, Large 

employment for labour is found in the silk industry, in tbe jute and cotton 
mills which stud the banks of the river Hooghly, and ingthe mines of 

Raneegunge, which yielded last year a great increase in the outturn of coal.

This 
change appears to have led to an increase of drinking owing to the low price 
of the outstill liquor as compared with the costly liquor of the central distillery. 
Mr. Westmacott was himself placed on special duty to enquire into this matter 
during the cold wether, and his report is now under the consideration of the 
Board and Government. 

6. Various projects have been set on foot for introducing tramways into 
this division. It is proposed to construct a tramway irom Burdwan to Cutwa, 
from Mymaree railway station to join the 'Tarkeswar railway, from Ampta to 
Bovzal and from Howrah to Seakbola, but in no case has construction yet

7: Mr. Westmacott expresses his opinion strongly in this report against 
expenditure on village roads: he observes—“8o long as the District Board's 
funds remain stationary, and large sums are wasted on petty footpaths under 
the name of village roads, it is useless to expect any improvement in arterial 
communications.” And again he writes—* In Midnapore there is a difference 
of opinion between the Board and the supervising authorities us to the allot- 
ment of funds. The Board wishes to maintain or increase the very large sum 
hitherto given annually for village roads, while, on the other band, it is held 
that this sum should be largely diminished. It is rarely that communications 
are improved by the expenditure on so-called village roads, which are generally, 
so far as I have seen, only petty local pathways within villages, made for the 
convenience of the more influential residents, and do not bring villages into 
communication with the rest of the world. The sums so frittered away would, 
in the course of a few years, provide good systems of branch roads,” 

8. These remarks cannot in the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion be accepted 
without qualification, An important question of principle is involved, on which 
the opinion of Government is not now expressed for the first time. It has been 
“repeatedly declared that iv is very desirable to make a liberal allotment for the 
construction and repairs of village roads, which are a matter of the first conveni- 
ence not only to the influential residents, but to all the inhabitants of the villages 
affected. Road Oess Funds are to be expended for the benefit of the localities 
concerned, and nothing is more calculated to popularise the administration of this 
department than to show the villagers who pay the tax that their local interests 
are not neglected. On the other hand, before village roads can be of much use 
* there must be a system of main arteries through the district without which 
‘village roads will fail in their main purpose of connecting villages with larger 

‘kets. It is not right that an excessive proportion of the cess funds should 
be devoted to village roads,—and what is an excessive proportion must be deter- 
mined by the circumstances of each district,—but it is desirable that the allot- 
ment should in al! cases be as liberal as the circumstances will permit. 

-» 9. Under the bead of Education, it is reported that in the Burdwan district 
1268 per cent, of the students on the rolls are Mahomedans; in Beerbhoom 
_ the percentage is 16:2; and in Bankoora, where Hindoos more largely pre- 
dominate, the percentage is only 4°6. From other districts this information 4s 
+ not given. It appears that the Mabomedan boys were not very successful in 
passing the examinations. 
~ 10. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to receive a favourable account of 
working of the District Boards during the year. The District Board 
at Burdwan in particular is reported to have attained a full grasp of its 
functions in regard to pablic works, and, excepting some minor details, in 
of education also.

Resolution of the 21st October 1887, appointing Surgeons-Major Birch and Crombie 
and Mr. Larymore to form a Uommittee for the purpose of drawing up a 
detailed scheme with rules for the treatment of recovered criminal lunatics con- 
fined in asylums, und for their discharge after certain periods have been passed 
and certain conditions fulfilled. 

Read also— 

The Report of the above Committee ; also letter No. 8542, dated the 15th May 1838, 
from the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals ; and letter No. 379, dated the 
10th May 1588, from the Inspector-General of Jails on the subject. 

The attention of the Licutenant-Governor of Bengal was drawn last year to 
the absence of any definite and generally recognised principles regulating the 
way in which the cases of criminal lunatics in imprisonment should be disposed 
of, with the consequent result, in many cases, of undue detention after recovery. 
He therefore appointed a Committee, consisting of Surgeons-Major Birch and 
Crombie and Mr. Larymore, to draw up definite proposals as to the manner in 
which such cases should be dealt with, and to lay down a procedure which should 
in future be recognised by Government and regularly followed. The Com- 
mittee submitted a valuable report on the 28th January 1883, dealing very 
fully with the questions submitted to them, which contained a detailed scheme 
with rules for the treatment of recovered criminal lunatics confined in asylums 
or jails, and defined the conditions under which they might be discharged. 
The Inspector--General of Civil Hospitals and the !nspector-General of Jails 
have been consulted, and the rules revised in accordance with their suggestions 
and in consultation with Dr. Crombie. The rules have been approved by the 
Lieutenant-Governor and are now published for the guidance of all concerned. 
In accordance with the recommendations of the Committee, the Licutenant- 
Governor is pleased to appoint the Chief Secretary, the Inspector-General of 
Jails, and the Superintendent of the Presidency General Ifospital to form a 
standing Committee to meet from time to time and advise tie Lieutenant- 
Governor as to the action to be taken by him in deciding on cases reported 
under Chapter XXXIV of the Criminal Procedure Code? The Lieutenant- 
Governor fas already conveyed to Dr. Birch and the other members of the 
Committee an expression of his appreciation of their excellent report, but he 
again wishes to place on record his high sense of its value, and to thank 
Dr, Qrombie for his assistance in revising the rules.

Report of the Committee appointed in Government of Bengal Resolution (Twhiciat) of the 218 
October 1887, to discuss the questions involeed in, and elaborate rules for, the release of 
Oriminal Lunatics. 

Tie purpose for which this Committee has been appointed is to investigate and discuss 

the issuos involved in the important question of the disposal 

Tyatsos ofthe Comnniittae. of the large and increasing class of criminal lunatics confined 

in the asylums and jails of Lowor Bongal, with a view to elaborate rules of procedure which 

may in future be recognised by Government and regularly followed when each caso is taken 
up, considered, and dealt with separately. i ‘ 

2. ‘The question can be most appropriately discussed in three aspects—Ist, the legal; 

; 2nd, the medical ; and 3rd, the administrative—and the main

1, THE LEGAL ASPECT. 


3, Three Acts of the Governor-General in Council must be considered in treating of 
this subject : Act V of 1871 is applicable only to persons 
‘Tho Prisoners’ Act (Act V of 1871). detained or imprisoned under order or sentenoé of any 
Magistrate or Court, when they become insane while under- 
going a term of imprisonment, Practically, therefore, it is applied only to prisoners who 
become insune during their incarceration in a jail. Under this Act the insane prisoner may 
be removed from jail to a lunatic asylum, and be there detained until his recovery or the 
expiry of his sentence, whichever occurs first. If he recovers from his insanity Before the 
expiry of his sentence, he must be remanded to the prison from which he was removed, where 
he will undergo the remainder of his sentence and then be discharged in tho usual ‘manner, 
Tf his recovery and the expiry of his sentence ocour simultaneously, he is discharged direct]; 
from the asylum. If, however, a medical officer certifies that he cannot with safety to himsel 
or others be so discharged, the Local tjovernment may order his further detention in a lunatic 
asylum under the provisions of Act XXXVI of 1x58. 
4. The Committee is of opinion that the safety of the public is not sufficiently Foarded 
Publie enfoty insufficiently guarded, by the provisions of this Act (Act V of 1871). jere 20 
raat isos distinction is, made with regard to the nature of the offence, 
nor are the medical history or mental attitude of the prisoner while under ebseryation suffi- 
ciently considered, ‘he prisoner may be a person suffering from recurrent mania; he may have 
been tried and sentenced during a lucid interval for a crime which may be an offence against 
the person, he may then havea relapse while in jail, bo transforred to an asylum where ho 
may make a speedy recovery, be remanded to jail, and then released on the expiry of his 
sentence, which may be very soon, without any further period of probation. ‘Here everything 
is practically lett to the discretion of the medical officer of the asylum, who may aiot have 
all tho evidence necessary for a matured judgment before him; and it is evident-from the 
sample cases which were placed in the hands of the Oommittee that all medical offiéers do not

11, “The Committee is clearly of opinion that this division of criminal lunatics into two 
classes, receiving different treatmont in accordance with the accident whether the offence of 
which they are aocused is bailable or not bailable, is not commendable. ‘This opinion will be 
justified at once by a roferencs to a list of bailablo offences. Among these we find the 
following included :—Causing death by rash or negligent act (304A), attempt to commit 
culpablo homicide (308), voluntarily causing hurt (323), voluntarily causing hurt by 
dangerous weapons or means (324), veluntarily causing grievous hurt (325), and doing or 
causing hurt, or grievous hurt, by any act which endangers human life or the personal safety 
of pthers (836, 337, 838), Ths distinction between bailable and non-bailable offences is, 
we submit, founded on the assumption that the offender exercises a certain amount of 
discretion and restraiut in the choice of the means and degree 
of force used by him in committing the offence. Thus yolun- 
tarily causing grievous hurt (325) 1s bailable, bat voluntaril 

causing grievous hurt by dangerous weapons or means (326) is not bailable. ‘To apply suc 
distinctions to the irresponsible actions of lunatics is not, we think, reasonable, and they ought 
not to be made the ground for dividing criminal lunaties into two great classes of which one 
is let loose on society on the very unsafe security of a relative or friend, and the other confined 
for ap indefinite period within the walls of an asylum. We wish clearly to submit that in the 
case of an insane person, the crime which he may happen to commit, or whethor he commit a 
crime at all, is always more or less fortuitous. The character of the offence has often little 
bearing on tho question of the propriety of releasing a lunatic on security or not. The two 
most dangerous lunatics which. one of the members of this Committee has ever had to deal 
with were,men who were committed, one for petty theft and the other for simple houso- 
toe. Had either of these men been released on security and exposed to the provocations 
whidh assail lunatics in their native villages and houses, there is little question but that they 
would ere long have been re-apprehended on grayer charges. 
me. ena lunatic commits a crime, he does so suddenly, blindly, and without reflec- 
tion. ‘The offence bears no relationship to provocation, temptation, or motive, such as consti- 
tute considerations in dealing with sane persons. A lunatic and a boy are together in a boat; 
fete the boy annoys the lunatic by moving about when the latter 
nt . wishes to go to sleep. The lunatic may either simply “‘abuse ” 
the Boy, or he'may rise, seize a bamboo, and smash in his head, and then quietly lie down and 
‘goto sleep. The procedure which he hwppens to adopt on this provocation ought not to form 
»,basis on which his case should be dealt with when it comes up for disposal. Tho lunatic 
is really equully dangerous whether he has, on this occasion, simply made uso of abusive 
., UF committed murder. 4 
"18. The whole ciroumstances surrounding a lunatie’s orime are accidental. Ho seizes 
first weapon that comes to hand, without considering whether it is lethal or not, and he 
fies it to a part and with a force which are not guided by intelligence and have no 
ip to oanse and effect. If it happens to hit the crown of the head, the cas is one 
of murder or grievous hurt. If it miss the head aud come on the shoulder, it may cause only 
‘a bruise and be simple hurt; but the mental aspect of the lunatic is the same whatever the 
-eweapon or the result. k : 
| 14, Tt is no doubt true that Magistrates do not always act strictly in accordance with 
z the provisions of the Acts now under discussion. They 
often, and we presume always in doubtful cases, take the 
‘ opinion of the Civil Surgeon on the question of the safety 
of releasing a criminal Iunatio on security ; but the Magistrate and the Civil Surgeon aro ndt

Important subject ; nor is it likely that they are always sufficiently alive, in the hurry of 
the moment, to all the points which should be carefully considered before arriving at a con- 
clusion ; and yet on their decision the punto, safety depends. 
~ 15, It ‘must also be admitted that, even when all the facts are before them, the recom- 
mendations of the Magistrate and Civil Surgeon are not always judicious. Sample enge 
No. IX illustrates this want of ability to gauge the risks 
involved in such a decision, Ram Newari Katak was a 
professional singer or recitet. His father had committed murder while in astate of temy 
Insanity, While engaged in a performance, Ram Nowari suddenly soized a sword, ran_amol 
among the audience, and severely wounded one man before his career was arrested. He was 
tried and acquitted on tho ground of insanity, and his case was sent up to Government with 
® recommendation, both by the Magistrate and Civil Surgeon, that he should be released 
unconditionally. ‘The Civil Surgeon bused his recommendation on the man being, like all men 
of his profession, of highly-strung and excitable nervous system. Yet this was a man with 
an horeditary taint of insanity, with an unstable nervous system probably (though this does not 
appear) steeped in ganja, a favourite stimulant with people of this class, and who had given 
the most unmistakeable evidence that he was unable to control bis actions. Government 
happily did not act on the recommendation, but remanded the accused to an asylum, of which 
he has since been an iumate for ton yours. 
16, It is clear that if such an opinion is possible in so obvious a case ag the above, 
, there can be no guarantee that the action of Magistrates is 
ee ety cok rules for guidance ef more judgmatic in more obscure instances, and we think 
that public safety requires that rules should be laid down 
for the guidance of executive officers in dealing with criminal lunatics when they come before 
them uuder section 466 of Act X of 18sz, booause with them lies the discretion of remandin, 
persons to an asylum in bailable cases, or of relensing them on security, aud their judgment 
is then just as important for the public safety as is the question of the releuse of a lunatic 
from an asylum by Government under the subsequent seotions of the same Act. 
17. ‘The noxt epoch in tho history of a criminal lunatic is the procedure adopted when 
he is declared by the visitors of an asylum or Inspeston- 
General of Jails, as the ease may be, to be sane and capable 
of making his defence under sections 473, 468, and 471 of Act X of 1582. 
is. ‘The usual procedure under theso sections is as follows :—The visitors at a meeti 
certify that in their opinion the prisonor is “ now sane an 
capable of making his defence.” This certificate is not 
accompanied by any statement regarding the safety of discharging a lunatic on security or 
otherwise, or by any recommendation of any kind. 'The bare certifieat» of the visitors that the 
criminal is fit to stand his trial is forwarded to the local Government, which communicates it 
to the Magistrate on whose file the case is pending, who arranges with the Superintendent of 
the asylum the date when the man shall bo sent up for trial. 
He is tried under section 468. Under section 471 ho is 
usually acquitted on the ground of insanity, and the Magistrate reports the case for the orders 
of the local Government. In a large number of eases the 
local Government orders such persons to be kept in safe 
custody in a lunatic asylum under the same section, but a considerable number of cases are.not * 
so treated, and we find, in one asylum alone, that 26 recovered criminal lunatics were sent up 
for trial during the past ten years, aud were not heard of by the asylum authorities. 
pares ‘We are of opinion that this procedure is also open to the 
Bee isavet tee grave objections stated above. Neither the court which tries 
the case, nor the local Government, is ina position to judge whether any individual so situated 
ought to be remanded to an asylum, or to a jail, or be delivered over to the care and oustody 
of a relative or friend under section 475. They are not in possession of the facts which are, 
necessary for the formation of a correct estimate of the nvolved. All that they know 
is that the criminal was accused of an offence, but was found incapable of i 
defence ; that he was confined in a lunatic asylum for a certain period of time, during whi 
P he was declared insane at each of the half-year); i 
mificient evidence not Uefore Govern: OF the visitors; and that he was at last declare by heap 
. be sapable of soaking his defence, But what ay-band 
the type of his insanity while under observation in the asylum—whether he was merely 
or showed homicidal tendencies ; whether he was subject to periodic relapses of violent 
,ignotknown either to the court or to the local Government. In only a certain number of 
instances are they coguizant of the cause of insanity, and they are thus often dealing with a — 
case in which this important factor is unknown. ‘They act only on the simplo certificate of

capable of pleading that he was insane at the time he éommitted the offence. Neither 
nor in their previous half-yearly rept do the visitors convey any information as 
mental attitude of the ~ Their are confined to the bare statement 
still insane and incapable of making his defence. All that the visitors imply by the 
certificate is that the prisoner has. sufficiently reoovered to boable to plead in , 
his name may be remoyed from the Magistrate's file of pending cases.

‘The time occupied 
in arranging preliminaries, from his being declared sane till his discharge to stand his trial, 
i¢s. from one month to fourteen, the average being four months, making an average period. 
of ultogether only sevea months of apparent sauity before the inan leaves the asylum. ‘This 
is obviously quite an inadequate test of the permanency of his apparent cure, and is none at 
all of his power to resist the Uemptation to return to his ganja habit or other vice. 
20, The following instances illustrate the risks which we point out:—A man aged 22, 
Sahin suffering from melancholia, commits murder in 1874. He 
d remains insane for six years, and has a short lucid interval 
in 1880, after which he again. continues isaue for three years In bev 1883, after a period 
of nearly nine years’ almost continuous insanity, this murderer is declared capable of making 
his defence, Tie is diecharged for trial in the following month and not again heard of. 
Another case of melancholia and murder is admitted in 1+75, recovers, but hus relapses in 
1876 and 1477, is declared fit for trial in October. and discharged for that purpose in 
ber 1878, and is lost sight of. Similar cases are numerous. 
21. Neither the Magistrate nor the local Government, in dealing with these two -cases 
under section 471, were iv a position to know that they had to do, in the first instance, 
with a confirmed lunatic brought before them in a lucid interval, or, in the second, 
a man subject to annual relapses. Had they been aware of the medical histories thus 
shortly detailed, both men would unquestionably have been returned to the usylum fora 
further and lengthened period of observation before final action was taken. 
22. Tho visitors, in forwarding their opinion that the lunatic can now plead, do not 
contemplate that final action will then be taken in the case ; otherwise they should be careful 
to ncoompary it by a recommondation, or a warning, as the case might be. 
23. Tho final proooodings affecting the histery of a recovered eriminal lunatio are those 
fps i which are tuken under sections 474 and 475 of Act X of 
‘ ; 1852. ‘The Committee hope that they will be able to submit 
rules which will enable the Government to decide on the numerous cases now awaiting 
disposal under theso sections 
24. From the sample cases forwurded to-them, it is olear that the main difficulty 
hotan clea arises from the fact that in most the data necessary 
for tho decision are not contained in the papers before 
Governmont. The essential muteriuls for forming a decision are the medical history 
of the qase while under observution, the probable cause of insanity, the age and physical 
condition of the prisoner, and the social and physical state of the person offeritig security. 
‘The bundles before Government rarely oontain any allusion to these points, and the Committee 
were conscious, in going over these bundles, of the impossibility of giving any decided 
opinion on the disposal of many of them in the absence of such details. The Commission 
contemplated in section 474 was no doubt dovised to meet this difficulty by a local enquiry 
: sai into all the cireumetanoes ; but the appointment of a Uom- 
ages 5 mission under this section seems to have faljen into compara- 
tive disuse, in consequence, no doubz, of the feeling that in most cases their enquiry could 
not be otherwise than formal, for from the constitution of the Commission it must usually 
consist of the same individuals who had already expressed their opinion as visitors of the * 
asylum. It would practically amount to appointing a Committee to review the work of the 
same individuals in a slightly different capaaity. .

2. THE MEDICAL ASPECT. 


25. ra consideration of the issues involved from the medical point of view renders it 
apparent that all kinds of.lunsey cannot be dealt with under a uniform plan ; but it will serve 
to show that the cases can be grouped into classes which vary in degree and’ kind of risks, to 
meet which rules can be formulated for the guidanoa of those with whom lies the final disposal. 
26. Tosanity is a sympton of disoase, or rather of a group of disoases of the organ of 
the mind, and its dangers and prognosis (on which safe recommendations for the disposal of

67. But although much immediate reduction will not be effected by our proposals in 
these classes under the rules which we suggest, the asylums will be relieved of a large number 
of harmless criminal lunatics now detained indefinitely in the absence of any safe guide for 
their disposal ; and in other respects, especially as regards the manner in which criminal 
lunaties will be dealt with by executive and judicial officers and their cases sent up for the, 
orders of Government, a marked and necessary improvement will, we hope, follow their 
adoption.
